lar Troops piftured out as Difciplin’d Banditti, and the 
unavoidable Expences of Government railed at as extra- 
vagant Profufion.

* I wrote to you the other Day by the Kitty, Capt. 
Stamper, fince which I heard by a Sloop from Mount- 
ferrat, who fpoke with Capt. Edmond Smith, bound 
for name off that Ifland, that he and all were well on 
board. 

* Yefterday our Alarm Guns fired all round the Ifland 
on account of fome Ships that appear’d off Capt. Drum- 
mond in the Leoltoff Man of War {poke with them, one 
was Capt. Tho. Oliver in the Revolution, Capt. Savage, 
Capt. Conway, and two more, Names unknown ; they

are all Tranfports. Capt Drummond is juft come from 
Barbados, fays that Capt. Knowles in the Weymouth 
Man of War was arrived there, and that he parted with 
the Fleet about 300 Leagues to the Eaftward cf Barba- 
dos. This Day we were alarm'd again by ten or eleven 
Sail of Ships appearing off the Windward of the Ifland, 
but not yet known who they are, ‘tis believ’d they are 
Part of the Tranfports. Capt. Lee arriv'd here to day 
with the Train of Artillery aboard and fome Officers 
belonging to it, who are not yet come afhore. Capt 
Lee broke the Head of his Rudder, occafion’d by his 
touching here, ‘but defigns to fail again To morrow or 
next Day to St. Kitt's, where the Captains Oliver, Sa- 
vage, Conway, &c. are gone. When I know what 
Vefiels are gone by, ‘will let you know.” 

* This Moment is arriv’'d the Nepwne, Pracking, 
from Lancaller. Capt. Wager in the Snow Pope’s-head 
will fail for London in four or five Days, when I hhall 
write you again.” 

Extract of another Letter, dated Dec. 20. 

«* I wrote you lait Night by this Veffel, and as fome- 
thing has happened fince, I now advife you of it, the 
Vefiel being juft going under Sail, and hurried to get 
this aboard. Capt. Hinton’s Ship the Victory arrived 
here about an Hour ago; there has been a Sort of 
Contagion or Sicknefs on Board, that feveral died of 
it at Sea: Capt. Hinton himfelf is dead, one of his 
Mates, and fome of the Men. Dr. Sherwood, a Paf.- 
fenger,’ was ill, and they fay jump'd out of one of the 
Cabbin Windows in a Sort of Delirium, and was loft. 
One Mifs Field, a young Lady of this Ifland, died, as 
did an Officer and fome of the Soldiers aboard. I am 
told by fome who have been on Board the Veflel, as 
fhe came to without the Bar, that fhe is in the utmolt 
Confufion ; and one Mr. Reed a Paflenger juft now 
told me, that on Thurfday laff, which was the 18th 
inftant, he left Sir Chaloner Ogle, with 17 Men of 
War and 57 Tranfport-thips all at Dominica, where 
they water, and fo go down to St. Kitt’s, to meet 
the Ships that are there. He alfo told me, that Lord 
Cathcart in an 80 Gun Ship had pafled by, and went 
direétly to St. Chriftopher’s, being pretty much indif- 
pofed ; alfo that 6 of the Men of War were not arriv’d 
being behind the reft with feveral Tranfports, that had 
been feparated in a Storm in the Bay of Bifcay, but are 
hourly expected. ‘There's a Letter or Order come 
from under Sir Chaloner Ogle’s own Hand, for the 
Saltafh Man of War, Capt. Toms, to come to him im- 
mediately ; fo that "tis certain he is at Dominica.” 

The Fly Sloop of War, Capt. Smith, and the Fox 
Man‘of War, Capt. Edwards, failed from Lisbon the 
2d Feb. N.S. to cruize on the Coafts of Portugal, &c. 

The Prince of Orange, Capt. Osborn, and the Su- 
perbe, Capt. Harvey, two of the Squadron feparated 
from Sir Chaloner, were remaining at Lisbon the 4th 
of Feb. N.S. as were alfo the Rye, Capt. Lufhington, 
and the Deal-caitle, Capt. Weft, which laft was foon 
to fail from thence as Convoy of the Fleet for England. 

The Young Eagle, Capt. Philip Dumarefg, and the 
Vernon, Capt. George Willis, both Englith Privateers, 
alfo remain'd there. 

They write from Paris, that none of the Meafures 
hitherto taken by the French Court, have been effec- 
tual to reftore Plenty to that Capital, tho’ new Projeéis 
for that Purpofe are prefented every Day to Cardinal 
Fleury.
